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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to the applicant's amendment filed on Feb. 28, 2007 
Claims i-5, 10, 12, 13 and 15 have been canceled. Claims 6-9 have been withdrawn. 
Accordingly, claims 11,14 and 16 are pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 6-9 
directed to a species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 6-9 should be cancelled. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 16 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(a) as failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 16, line 8, 
there is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. This can be corrected as: 
claim 16, page 7, line 8, "the gerotor set's in mesh position" should be changed to - an in-mesh 
position of the gerotor set--; claim 16, page 7, line 11, "to an in-mesh position of the gerotor set" 
should be changed to - to the in-mesh position of the gerotor set -; claim 16, page 7, line 14, 
"the gerotor set's in mesh position" should be changed to - the in-mesh position of the gerotor 
set --. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 1 and 14 are allowed.
